ON SUGAR CONTROL 


Program Fixes Tempo- 
rary Quotas To Adjust 
Market Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—(P)— 
President Roosevelt sent to congress 
today a message outlining a_ strict 
sugar control program. 

The following temporary quotas 
were proposed for the producing areas 
on the basis of short tons: Continen- 
tal beet 1,450,000; Louisiana and 
Florida 260,000; Hawaii 935,000; 
Puerto Rico 821,000; Philippine 


Islands 1,037,000; Cuba 1,944,000, 
and Virgin Islands 5,000. Total 6,452,- 
000 


“The application of such quotas,” 
said the president, ‘would immediately 
adjust market supplies to- consump- 
tion and would provide a basis for 
reduction of production to the needs 
of the United States market.” 

Processing Tax Sought. 

Mr. Roosevelt also proposed that 
sugar and sugar cane be made basic 
commodities under the agriculture ad- 
justment act so a processing tax may 
be levied on sugar to benefit farmers 
for holding their production to~ the 
quota level. 

He said a tax of less than one-half 
cent per pound would provide sufi- 
cient funds.

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ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
10 CONTROL'BOOM 
IN STOCK PRICES 


President Sees Menace to 
Basic Commodity Values 
in Too Swift Speculative 
Advances. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8&.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt’s decision to seek 
stock and commodity exchange con- 
trol legislation at this time was 
prompted by a desire to safeguard the 
present upward movement in commod- 
ity prices against too great a specu- 
lative influence in the market, 


Officials close to the chief execu- 
tive said today he was anxious to 
avoid a repetition of the events of 
last summer when a commodity price 
after a long sustained rise, fell away, 
ws the result, he considered, of an 
over-extended speculative boom in 
stocks and grains. 

It was considered significant that 
soon afterward the White House be- 
gan to speak seriously and “etermin- 
edly of giving the government wide 
powers of supervision of the stock and 
commodity futures markets, and that, 
at the popes * request, a commit- 
tee headed by Secretary Roper began 
an inquiry into what could be don-. 

Stock Boom Feared. 

Now commodity prices are on the 
rise again and have recovered much 
of the ground that was lost in the 
collapse of last summer. Stocks have 
been booming, too. The devaluation 
of the dollar has, in the opinion of 
administration advisors, provided an 
added stimulus, but at the same time 
has furnished the basis for a broad 
expansion of bank credits which 
might encourage too great an upswing 
in stocks. 

For this reason, an important fea- 
ture of the administration bill, to be 
introduced tomorrow, and one which 
may cause considerable argument at 
the capital is a section providing for 
the control of credit tiowing into the 
stock market for marginal buying. 
Heretvofore this has rested largely with 
the federal reserve system, and those 
who protested vigorously agajnst the

The sections of the bill dealing with 
commodities would broaden the grain 
futures act, it is understood, to in- 
clude cotton, would contain licensing 
provisions covering commodity  ex- 
changes and commission brokers and 
place supervision in the hands of the 
trade commission.

Intimation of Plan To 


Split Millions in U. S. 


Business Spurs Investi- 
gation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—()—A 
thornier road for lobbyists before govy- 
ernment departments, the investiga- 
tion of whom has brought intimations 
that a ring existed which sought to 
arrange for a division of millions of 
dollars of contracts, is being charted 
by administration officials. 

The investigative whirl has circled 
about three persons high in veterans 
and national guard organizations pro- 
duced new witnesses before the grand 
jury today to tell about the events 
that led to holding up the millions 
of «dollars of contracts for supplying 
equipment for the war department’s 
motorization program. 

From other departments whence 
lobbying charges have emanated, there 
came a move today to tighten down 
on the regulations under which attor- 
neys practice.

Similar Action. 
Close. behind the word that Secre- 


‘tary Morgenthau was arranging for a 
conference with a representative of the 


New York City Bar Association to re- 
vise the standards for attorneys prac- 
ticing before the treasury, there came 
intimations from other departments 
that they might take similar action. 

Even before Secretary Margenthau 
arranged the conference with Charles 
C. Burlingham, of the New York bar, 
looking to revision of standards for 
attorneys, the treasury head had taken 
to himself complete control of the de- 
paritment’s committee on enrollment 
and disbarment of practicing lawyers.

ONCE SUSPECTED 
IN LINDBERGH CASE 


Desperado Was To Have 

Entered Guilty Plea in 
Boettcher Case Within 
Few Days. ~~ 


SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., Feb. &8—~ 
(UP)—Verne Saney, confessed kid- 
naper of two wealthy middle west- 
ern men and a suspect in the kid- 
naping of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr., 
fashioned his necktie into a noose 
and hanged himself in a state prison 
cell tonight. 


He was arrested in Chicago on 
January 31 as he waited for a shave 
in a barber’s chair, and readily con- 
fessed to the kidnaping of Charles 
A, Boettcher, Denver, and Haskell 
Bohn, St. Paul. He collected $60.- 
0OO for the release of Boettcher and 
$12,000 for the release of Rohn. 

The United States deputy mar- 
shals, Frank Gilmore and A. P. 
Nealy, guarding Sankey and Gor- 
don Alcorn, his confessed accom- 
plice in the Boettcher kidnaping, had 
inspected Sankey’s cell just ‘five 
minutes before he was found dead, 
United States District Attorney 
Olaf Ejiden said. 

Bravado Returned. 

At the time of the _ inspection, 
Sankey, who h-d been ‘ unusually 
glum for the last few Ylays in con 
trast to his high spirits’ immediately 
after his capture at Chicago, had re- 
gained his bravado, the deputies re- 


ported. 

They had no more than’ turned 
their backs to inspect Alcorn’s cell, 
however, than Sankey stuffed a 
handkerchief down his throat, ap- 
parently to prevent noise, attached 
his necktie to a projection on the 
ceiling of his cell, and jumped from 
his cot. 

Discovered a few moments later, 
Sankey’s body was removed and 
prison physicians summoned. ,They 
worked over him for several min- 
utes before pronouncing him dead. 
The former rancher, by his own 
hand, .ended one of the most daring 
of kidnaping careers. 

He asked no mercy for himself, 
but almost his last request to fed- 
eral officers was that his wife, Mra. 
Fern Sankey, who was held in con- 
nection with the kidnaping of Boett- 
cher, be “given a break.” He had 
offered to plead guilty to the kid- 
naping, but insisted his wife had no 
part in if. 

Others Said Involved. 

Eiden said, however, that Sankey’s 
consideration for his wife had been 
in vain.. New evidence had strength- 
ened the government’s case against 
Mrs. Sankey and probably will in- 
volve others,. Kiden said. 

The search for the kidnapers of the 
Lindbergh baby led to the arrest of 
Sankey and through him to the arrest 
of Gordon Alcorn, an admitted con- 
federate in the abduction of Boettcher. 
Alcorn was arrested in Chicago the 
day after his chief was taken. 

Federal officers believed Alcorn had 
no part in the Lindbergh kidnaping, 
but they questioned Sankey continu- 
ously for 30 hours. Officers who had 
been working on the Lindbergh case 
almost two years flew to Chicago to 


aid in the questioning. 
Melvin Purvis, head of the Chicago 


‘bureau of investigation, United States 


department of justice, said tonight the 
suicide of Sankey “does not change 
the status of the Lindbergh case.” He 
declined to say that Sankey had been 
absolved in the case. 

The search for the kidnapers and 
slayers of the Lindbergh baby “goes 
on as before.” Purvis said. 

Aleorn To Plead Gyilty. — 

Aleorn was in a cell in state prison 
not far from Sankey’s. His attorneys

Broil for about 20 min- 
utes. Place the steak on an oiled 
plank. Arrange the cooked buttered 
onions and carrots placed in nests 
of spinach around steak. Then ar- 
range a border of mashed potatoes. 
Brush slightly with beaten egg. Place 
the plank in the oven until the potato 
border is browned. Spread steak with 
butter and finely chopped parsley. 

Yale Beets. 

Two tablespoons butter, 3 table- 
spoons flour, 1-2 cup liquid off beets, 
1 1-2 teaspoons grated orange rind, 
3-4 cup orange juice, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
1-4 teaspoon pepper, 1 1-2 teaspoons 
sugar, 1 can beets sliced or diced.

Jellied Stew. 
- One and one-half pounds Jean neck 
slices of lamb, 1-2 tablespoon salt, 1 
package gelatin, 3 carrots, 1 cup 
chopped cooked spinach, 1-2 cup 
cooked elbow macaroni, 1 medium- 
sized onion, 1-2 cup cold water. 
Simmer meat in 2 cups water until 
tender. Put carrots and _ onions 
through food chopper and cook in as 


little water as possible until tender. 
Add vegetable liquor to meat stock 
and sufficient water to make one 
quart. Grind meat. Reheat broth 
and season with salt and pepper. 
Soak gelatin in 1-2 cup cold water 
ahd dissolve in hot broth. 

When partially set add rest of ingre- 
dients. Pour into wet mold and chill. 


Stuffed Breast of Veal. 
One breast of veal, 1 cup water, 


1 1-2 teaspoons salt, 3 tablespoons | 


flour, 1-4 teaspoon pepper, 4 table- 
spoons butter or bacon drippings. 

Have pocket cut in breast of veal, 
Wipe with a clean damp cloth and 
stuff with the Tricky Dressing. Tie 
or skewer into shape. Spread with 
the fat, then sprinkle with seasoning 
and flour. Place on a trivet in a 
roaster and sear 20 minutes in a hot 
oven (500 degrees F.).

Add grated car- 
rots, peanuts, chopped bran flakes, 
salt and pepper. 

Basic Ice Cream Recipe. 

Two cups milk, 2-3 cup sugar, 2 
tablespoons flour, pinch salt, 2 egg 
yolks. 

Combine scalded milk, sugar, flour 
and salt. Stir until smooth. Cook 
10 minutes. Pour boiling mixture 
over beaten egg yolks. Mix until 
smooth and chill, To each cup of this 
base add 1-2 pint cream, whipped 
and any desired flavoring. 


Fine-Cut Chop Suey. 

Three tablespoons bacon drippings, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 cup water or 
liquid from bean sprouts, 1-2 cup 
fine-cut onion (if desired), 1 cup 
diced raw pork or veal, 1 1-2 cups 
celery, cut into small pieces, 1 can 
bean sprouts, drained. 

Thickening. 

Three’ tablespoons corn starch, 1-8 
teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon brown 
sauce, 2 tablespoons soy sauce. 

Heat bacon drippings in covered 
saucepan or skillet over quick fire;

ROOSEVELT SUPPORTS 
MODIFIED DRUGS BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(@&)— 
President Roosevelt's support of a 
modified food and drugs bill was de- 
clared today by Senator Copeland, 
democrat, New York, after a confer- 
ence at the White House. 

After weeks of controversy and 
hearings, Senator Copeland, himself 
a physician, took to the White House 
a compromise measure to the original 
bill proposed by Rexford G. Tugwell, 
assistant secretary of agriculture. 

Tugwell joined in the White House 
conference today after which Senator 
Copeland said: 

“We went over the final form of 
the food and drugs bill and it has the 
president’s approval.” 

The Copeland measure provides for 
two boards of appeal to which manu- 
facturers can take protests from reg- 
ulations to be laid down by the sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

Increaseg authority to the secre- 
tary is provided and for the first 
time cosmetics are to be included un- 
der the food and drug act. 

Likewise, advertising is to be 
brought under the terms of the act, 
but Senator Copeland explained that 
so long as advertisers had guarantees 
from the manufacturers of the prod-

LONDON, Feb. 8.—(#)—A final 
agreement for merger of the Cunard 
and White Star steamship lines has 
been reached with the British treas- 
ury, the house of commons sas in- 
formed today by Leslie Hore-Belisha, 
financial secretary to the treasury. 

The new company will be called 
“Cunard-White Star, Limited.” * It 
will acquire from Cunard and the 
White Star (Oceanic Steamship Nav- 
igation Company) their North At- 
lantic fleets and good will, including 
company names and flags when ap- 
plied to North Atlantic ~~ 

Practically, the merger has been 
in effect since January 1, when the 
accounts were joined, 

To provide for completion of the 
giant Cunard liner “534,” scheduled 
to be the world’s largest, the treas- 
ury agreed to make advances not ex- 
ceeding the total of 1,500,000 pounds 
($7,500,000) for working capital. 

Also included is a provision that 
legislation to be introduced in par- 
liament will include authorization for 
the treasury at its discretion to ad- 
vance to the merged company funds 
not exceeding 5,000,000 pounds (ap- 
proximately $25,000,000) for the cost 
of an additional ship or ships. 

“It is regarded by all parties here- 
to,” the agreement states, “as the 
cardinal principle of the merged com- 
pany that it is to be and remain 
under British control.”

‘This 
was the signal for Magee.to stop, 
place the money on the ground, then 
re-enter his automobile and drive on. 

With the money was a note signed 
by Adolph Bremer, the victim’s fa- 
ther. These were the arrangements 
carried out for the release of the 
banker. 

Later tonight it was reported Dr. 
H. T. Nippert, friend of the family, 
had been ordered to accompany the 
gang to the hideout to treat Bremer.

Last night, after at least four 
notes had been received from the 
gang during his captivity, Bremer” 
was freed. Upon entering a bus 
depot in Rochester, he learned he 
had missed the last bus for the Twin 
cities but took a train te Owatonna 
where he caught it, arriving here 
about midnight and going directly to 
his father’s home. a 

Three Notes. 

Three of those notes were received 
hy Dr. H. T. Nippert, physician 
friend of the Bremens, on January 
20. They were in a large envelope 
addressed to him and slipped under 
his front door, A milk bottle had 
been thrown through the front door 
window to attract his attention dur- 
ing the night. 

Dr. Nippert, however, did not find 
the notes until the next morning when 
an unidentified man telephone him to 
“go down and look at your front 
door and don’t be afraid.” 

Addressed in ink by the kidnaped 
Bremer, to Dr. Nippert, the envelope 
contained notes for him, Magee, and 
Adolph Bremer. Nippert’s missive 
instructed him to deliver the other* 
twe which he did. 

A fourth communication was believ- 
ed to have been received sometime 
during the last three days, since Ma- 
gee, the intermediary, turned over 
the ransom to the gang during that 
time. The elder Bremer appealed last 
Saturday to the gang to contact him 
and pave the way for negotiations. 

Magee, with members of the family, 
remained inside the Bremer home, 
guarded by department of justice in- 
vestigators, and could not be reached. 
Although the complete story of how 
the money was transferred, still was 
lacking, it was known a small coupe 
had figured in the delivery. 

Windows Soaped. 

Iits inside windows were soaped and 
thg rear window was slightly open. 
A note from the gang was in a pocket 
of the car, and, after reading it, Ma- 
gee left two bundles of money, wrap- 
ped in two large cardboard suitboxes 
and tied with heavy cord, on the seat. 

As bits of Bremer’s experience leak- 
ed out, reporters sought unsucessfully 
to gain entrance to the Bremer home. 

Shortly afterward Adolph Bremer 
issued a statement thanking President 
Roosevelt and Governor Floyd B. Ol- 
son and others for the interest they 
had shown. He prayed “that other 
fathers and mothers will be spared 
the agony of a similar ordeal,” rgd 
said “the hideous hours of suspense 
have been almost unbearable for all

After the notes were received by 
Nippert, the family insisted repeated- 
ly no communication had been re- 
ceived from the gang. The captors’ 
silence finally prompted Adolph to is- 
sue a statement last Saturday begging 
for return of his son, and pledging his 
word of honor that any contact would 
be kept secret. 

He gave the gang three days and 
three nights in which to open. negotia- 
tions without outside interference. In 
denying yesterday noon that contact 
had been established, Adolph announc- 
ed he was extending the time of grace 
until midnight today. His son’s re- 
lease followed about six hours later.

The outline of the new income 
tax law to be submitted by the 
house ways and means committee 
gives a fairly clear indication of 
ithe new distribution of the tax 
burden. 

The proposed law shifts the 
chief burden from the man of 
small means and moderate income. 
It closes the loopholes in the pres- 
ent law by which many have been 
able to escape a fair share of the 
tax burden. © 

Despite the necessity for greater 
revenue from the income tax law, 
the proposed bill will slightly lessen 
the burden on incomes below 
$8,000, make moderate the assess- 
ments against incomes between 
$8,000 and $25,000, and put the 
heaviest load on incomes above the 
latter figure. 

Beginning with incomes of 
$4,000, surtaxes will be assessed 
running from 4 per cent in the 
lower brackets to 59 per*cent on 
incomes of more than $1,000,000. 

The taxes on the large incomes 
will be the heaviest in the history 
of the country. 

As heavy as are the proposed 
taxes on big incomes, they are not 
as burdensome as those which have 
at various times since the war been 
imposed by other countries. In 
England the taxes piled on the rich 
ran as high as 75 per cent of total 
incomes, and these taxes were pro- 
1934. | portionately large for every class of 
‘the British population,

Mr. Wells Looks at 
the Future. 


No careful observer of the contem- 
porary scene but must observe in the 
essential outline before him all the 
characteristics which mark one of the 
decisive epochs in history. As for the 
fall of Rome, or the Reformation, or 
the French Revolution, the funda- 
mental landmarks seem in process of 
disappearance. A governing class 
which has lost confidence in itself; 
a chaos of values which culminates 
in open eulogy of violence; a wide- 
spread threat to economic security; 
the emergence of creed wars support- 
ed on either side by armies which do 
not doubt for a minute that they are 
battling for the Lord; a_ profound 
malaise in, and distrust of, existing 
political institutions; a widespread 
sense, from China to Peru, that we 
have lost our sense of social direc- 
tion; attacks both open and insid- 
ious on those beliefs in freedom and 
reason which we would have fain 
thought a definite part of the settled 
habits of civilized mankind—these 
phenomena, at least, no man can 
mistake, 

What do they portend? Whither 
are we marching? What may we read 
darkly in the complex kaleidoscope be- 
fore our eyes? These are the questions 
that occupy every thinking man’s 
mind in our strange and _ stirring 
times. Mr. Wells has been thinking 
over these questions and without di- 
rectly answering them he has given 
a picture of the future, as he sees 
fit, in his new book, “The Shape of 
Things To Come.” It is not an at- 
tempt at a definite picture, but merely 
a hint as to the general and probable 
shape of things. It is impossible to 
describe the contents of the book 
here, however briefly. Suffice it to 
say that Mr. Wells sees a_ better 
world in the offing, although he calls 
our present time “The Age of Frus- 
tration.” 

But in the midst of decay the prin- 
ciple of renovation is at work and be- 
coming moie and more evident to fine 
sensitive spirits like Mr. Wells. He in- 
dulges in a little fantasy. He sees the 
aviators of the world hold an inter- 
national conference toward 1960 and 
joined with the scientists decide on 
a world control and. a world state. 
All states submit to their ultimatum, 
on the penalty of being bombarded to 
annihilation. When finally the world 
state emerges under a unified control, 
the better day dawns. The idea is 
that we are moving toward such a 
state in spite of many indications to 
the contrary at _bresent.

SCHEME WASHINGTON,. Feb. 8.—Certain highest new dealers 
have a grand unannounced scheme for financing Amer- 
ican exports. 

They intend to work it through that° innocent looking little 
export bank recently started here by the administration. That bank 
is being organized to extend credits to Russia for the purchase of 
American goods. At least that was what the White House an- 
nouncement said. It failed to hint that anything beyond that was 
cofitemplated. 

Now Mr. Roosevelt has received a private recommendation from 
his leading foreign trade adviser urging the extension of that ex- 
port bank into a general credit financing agency. Others high in 
the new deal have publicly suggested it would be a great idea, 

In other words, we would lend more money to Europe and 
South America before we colléct what they owe us now. 
INTENT In theory the enthusiasts have a good argument. For- 

eign nations cannot buy much here now without credit. 
They are not going to get any great amount of credit from bankers 
who have been bitten once by that bug. Therefore, the govern- 
ment must do the financing to help our farmers and our export 
manufacturers. We are lending and even giving away money for 
other recovery purposes, so why not for foreign trade? 

It sounded so good to Mr. Roosevelt when he first heard it that 
he indicated confidentially to some of his associates it might be all 
right. 

Then he got to looking into it. There are indications now 
that he will step on it with a hob-nailed boot. He can do it by 
merely confining the bank to the Russian matter and saying noth- 
ing more about it. 


EXPERIENCE The defaulted war debts were largely incurred 

when we financed foreign purchases of war sup- 
plies here. Of course, nothing so vast is contemplated now, but 
the principle is essentially the same. It may be true that we stand 
a better chance to get back our money on new loans than on our 
old ones. Also, the scheme might be tied up in a fancy way with 
an idea of getting some money on the war debts. 

But even if the credit is good, the scheme is bad for other rea- 
sons. It presupposes that the foreigners will buy more here than 
we buy from them. That means we will be launching a policy of 
making all the world owe us more and more money. It will make 
us a bigger creditor nation t@an we are now. 

Some people believe that is one of the main things which caused 
the depression. The world could no longer take our surplus prod- 
ucts or pay for them, so the surpluses piled up on our farmers, 
and our manufacturers curtailed production and employment. 
ALTERNATIVE (If this scheme is turned down, Mr. Roosevelt 

will be in a foreign trade dilemma. 

The only alternative which has been suggested on the inside 
is that means must be found to increase our imports, so that we 
will buy from the world as much as it buys from us. That is a 
sure way for us to get paid, but it also has hidden difficulties. 

It means Mr. Roosevelt must get tariff bargaining powers from 
congress and there is considerable doubt whether he can get the 
powers. Also, the imports would have to be selected with care so 
as not to step on the toes of domestic manufacturers. 

If you find the answer to the problem you can address Mr. 
Roosevelt at 1600 Pennsylvania avenue.

{LaGrange Firm Offers 


Low Bid of $77,396. 
Work Starts Today. 


The Whitley Construction Com- 
pany, of LaGrange, with a low bid of 
$77,306, Thursday was awarded a 
contract for the widening and resur- 
facing of the Atlanta-Marietta road 
and work will be started this morn- 
ing. 

Award of the contract was an- 
nounced after the state highway 
board had completed tabulation of 
several proposals it had requested and 


‘announced that the cheapest way to 


complete the project was to let the 
contract to the Whitley company. 

The board had asked for bids on 
the project and also had sought pro- 
posals on the ee of equipment, 
purchase of materials and complet- 
ing the task with state forces but 
Chairman W. Eugene Wilburn said 
that the tabulations and estimates of 
engineers showed that if the state es- 
sayed to do the job itself-it would 
cost more than $100,000. 

The Whitley bid was the lowest of 
three submitted, Sam E. Finley, of 
Atlanta, submitting a bid for $84,674, 
and William F. Bowe Jr., of Au- 
gusta, submitting a bid for $119,467. 
The Whitley company offered to 
lease equipment to the state for $225 
a day while Finley offered the same 
equipment for $250 a day. 

Immediately after announcement of 
the award, John KE. Whitley, head 
of the LaGrange company, announced 
that he would have a crew of men 
at work this morning and hoped to 
complete the job within 75 to 90 
days. : 

The -contract awarded Thursday 
calls for widening and resurfacing of 
the 8.789 miles of roadway from the 
Chattahoochee river to Fair Oaks.

Seventeen States Paid Mil- 
lion or More Each, Fed-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(?)— 
Seventeen states were shown by the 
internal revenue bureau today to have 
paid more than a mililon dollars each 
in liquor taxes last year. Total col- 
lections amounted to $137,906.015. 

New York contributed the largest 

amount. $27,434,971. Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin and Illinois were the only 
other states which paid more than 
ten millions. 
_ States paying more than a rfillion 
included Missouri, $6,057,303; Mary-

The excise tax on beer and fer- 
mented malt liquors, which went into 
effect with the legalization of beer 
last April, brought. in $98,953,245.

HARRIMAN, Tenn., Feb. 8.—(4)— 
For the second time in two weeks, 12 
Harriman hosiery mill strikers were 
back in jail at Kingston today on 
charges of violating a mill injunction 
against picketing. 

Those rearrested included Floyd 
Johnson, president of the textile union 
in Harriman.

M. Doumergue was given quarters 
in the foreign office once occupied by 
the late Aristide Briand, many times 
the French premier. Without delay he 
— the peril-beset cabinet-forming 
task. 

From a conference with M. Lebrun 
he went to pay the traditional calls 
on the presidents of the chamber and 
senate. His route became a triumphal 
march; everywhere he was enthusias- 
tically acclaimed like a Cincinnaius 
called from a plow to save his coun- 


ry. 

“Vive la France!” was the cry that 
came time after time from happy 
crowds that followed his automobile. 

Gives Up Job. 

In os premier the well-loved 
Doumergue gives up the directorship 
—to which he was appointed a year 
ago—of the Suez canal, a _ position 
with a salary reputed to be between 
$12,000 and $24,000 annually. 

He is not rich, and the change 
means a sacrifice. 

He relinquishes, too, the peace and 
rest he enjoyed at his country home 
in southern France after spending 
more than half of his 71 years in 
the service of his country. 

There will be compensations—the 
honor of being chosen the “savior” of 
France and the pleasure of enjoying 
this distinction with his wife, whom 
he married immediately on the expira- 
tion of his presidential term in 1931, 
at the age of 68. 

When he entered the presidency in 
1925 he was the only bachelor and 
Protestant in French history to be in 
that office. 

As president he was an individual- 
ist—once he created a sensation by 
attending a formal afternoon function 
wearing yellow gloves and no spats— 
and so kind-hearted that he caused op- 
postion criticism by commuting many 
death sentences. He hates war; he 
was one of the first to approve the 
Kellogg pact. 

Refused First Call. 

The veteran, called by ‘telephone 
from Paris, refused at first yesterday 
to accept President Lebrun’s invita- 
tion to succeed Edouard Daladier.

PRISON CONTRACT — 
REVISED BY US. 


New Document Referred 
to State Department of 
Law for Study. 


A new contract for the construc- 
tion of the proposed new state prison 
in Tattnall county was received by 
Governor Eugene Talmadge Thursday 
from Washington and referred to the 
state department of law. for study.

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STATE SALES TAX 


ADVOGATED BY KEY 


‘Mayor Also Asks Dry 
Law Changes in West 


Point Speech. 


WEST POINT, Ga., Feb. 8.—Mod- 
ification of Georgia’s bone-dry laws, 
enactment of a estate sales tax to re- 
lieve the burden on real property, 
and enthusiastic support for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recovery program 
were urged by Mayor James L. Key 
in an address delivered Thursday be- 
fore the Rotary Club here. 

“The question is how we should 
deal with liquor as an economic ques- 
tion, and use it to relieve the sore 
burdens of our taxpayers,” said Mayor 
Key. “My contention is that the state 
should control the sale of liquor, and 
that all profits from the business 
should go into the public treasury. 
This is the only way in which we can 
have effective control] and economic 
benefit from a traffic which always 
has existed and always will exist.” 

State action also is required for an 
effective sales tax, the mayor said. 

“No city can have a sales tax,” he 
pointed out. “It would run business 
to the country and would build up 
its suburbs at the expense of the city 
property. The state is the smallest 
integer that can deal with this tax, 
and there is an imperative reason why 
it should do so. 

“Our federal government sold $22,- 
000,000,000 of securities in the World 
War, and is selling $10,000,000,000 
now. Our cities, counties and states 
have issued billions more of securi- 
ties. All of these are -non-taxable. 
In addition, there are billions in in- 
tangible property which cannot be 
reached by the ad valorem tax. 

“Real property and certain types 
of personal property are therefore 
carrying the entire load. The only 
remedy is to adopt sales taxes, in- 
come taxes and inheritance taxes, 
which will spread the load. 

“Our governments must come to 
this solution.”

Georgia Weekly Press Editors 
To Meet in Macon Next Saturday 


weekly newspapers from all parts of 
the state will gather at the Hotel 
Dempsey here Saturday for the first 
annual meeting of the Georgia News- 
paper Alliance. 

The meeting will be presided over 
by Jere Moore, editor of the ‘Milledge- 
ville Union-Recorder, chairman of the 
thianece, and several important busi- 
ness matters, including election of a 
chairman and secretary for 1934, will 
be taken up. 

Chairman Moore will report upon 
the progress made by the alliance, 
embracing practically every leading 
weekly in the state, and a new board 
of control, to be composed of a mem- 
ber from each district, will be put 
in charge with election of the mem- 
bers by editors in the various dis- 
tricts. 

Three editors will be elected by 
the board to form the executive com- 
mittee which will be responsible for 
the operation of the alliance during 
the forthcoming year. 


Other matters of vital interest to 
the weekly press of the state will be 
taken up, including new ideas on ad- 
vertising, the codes affecting news- 
papers, and the Goodwin plan upon 
which most newspapers have been 
contacted, Mr. Moore said in his of- 
ficial notice. 

A constitution and by-laws of the 


| alliance will be presented to the mem- 
bers for ratification at the meet- 
ing. 

“I would like to stress the impor- 
tance of every mémber being present 
at the annual meeting in Macon,” 
Mr. Moore said in his personal mes- 
sage. ‘“‘We expect to review the prog- 
ress of the alliance up to this time, 
and to formulate future policies, so 
it is of the utmost importance that 
every newspaper publisher, who has 
the interest of the weekly press at 
heart, be present. We have made 
splendid progress since our organiza- 
tion, and we believe that the future 
means much for us.” 

The session will open at the Ho- 
tel Dempsey at 9:30 o'clock, east- 
ern standard time, and the body will 
launch immediately into the program 
of business. 

The meeting will be terminated 
early Saturday afternoon, Chairman 
Moore predicted, allowing editors suf- 
ficient time to return to their homes 
Saturday night. 

Program for the meeting was ten- 
tatively sketched by the executive 
committee in a meeting in the cen- 
tral offices in Atlanta on January 
27, but the session is expected to turn 
into a round-table discussion of week- 
ly newspaper problems affected by the 
alliance in an effort to make more 


uniform the progress of weeklies all 
over the state. 


MACON NATIONAL PARK

U. convention in Seattle in 1915. She 
graduated from the Manual Training 
High school, Indianapolis, Ind., and 
from Wheaton College. Wheaton, Il. 

_ Won High Honors. 

While in college she won the high- 

est honors in American college ora- 
tory ever achieved by any college 
woman up to that time. She entered 
the contest of the Intercollegiate Pro- 
hibition Association, the most exten- 
sive system of oratory in the coun- 
try, and won successively her college 
contests in the state intercollegiate 
contest, the interstate contest compos: 
ed of state winners from [Illinois to 
Colorado, and was second in the na- 
tional contest. The subject of her 
oration was “The Right to Prohibit 
Wrong.” 
_She sefved for two years as na- 
tional vice president of the Intercol- 
legiate Prohibition Association. After 
her marriage in 1906 to D. Leigh’ Col- 
vin, then.and for some years thereafter 
national emer of the Intercollegi- 
ate Prohibition Association, they went 
to New York city, where she spent 
two years in graduate study in Colum- 
bia' University. She specialized in po- 
litical philosophy, sociology and eco- 
nomics. 

She associated herself with the W. 
C. T. U., and in 1910 was a delegate 
to the World’s W. C. T. U. convention 
at Glasgow, Scotland. In 1913 she 
helped to organize the Fort Washing- 
ton W. C. T. U. in New York city, 
which became the largest in the city. 
In 1919 she was appointed state su- 
perintendent of citizenship. In 1921 
she was elected state vice president 
and in 1926 was elected state presi- 
dent of the New York W. C. T. U 
which office she continues to hold. 

Mrs. Colvin has been active in va- 
rious church and women’s club activi- 
ties. She is, and has been for a num- 
ber of years, a member of the official 
board of Broadway Temple Methodist 
Episcopal church, and for four years 
was corresponding secretary of the 
New York Conference Home Mission- 
ary Society. She served two terms 
of two years each as chairman of

Georgia and Tech, respectively. . 

The meetings of the football rules committee will be secret. 
And, | am assured, very solemn and serious. 
But they can’t kid me. They are secret because 
the boys want to get together and discuss their golf 
games; some of which won’t bear public discussion. 
| After several years of listening, I am getting used to it. | 
'When one manages to corner Judge Kenesaw M. Landis, the 
'head of the baseball leagues, he talks golf. When one attends 
the baseball conventions one hears golf. And so there is no 
reason why the football rules committee shouldn’t talk it. And 
even have a secret meeting in which to discuss their games. 

They tell some good golf stories, do the football people, 
in solemn conclave assembled.

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—(#)—All is 
forgiven. Joseph Jerremiah Chamber- 
lin, the mysterious prodigal son of 
ae Chicane White Sox, is back in the 
oid. 


Manager Lew Fonseca, most of his 
White Sox mates, and a lot of base- 
ball writers can be forgiven for re- 
fusing to believe there is such a per- 
son as Joseph Jerremiah Chamberlin, 
but the rookie of mysterious disa 
pearances signed another contract 
day and solemnly ‘pro he’d re- 
port for duty at the spring training 
camp even if just to prove that he’s 
no phantom of imagination. 


Some baseball rookies got columns 
of space on the sports pages by simply 
murdering the ball or taking a round- 
house sock at the manager, but Rookie 
Joe became famous by staging a 
strangle disappearing act that had the 
White Sox and pursuing baseball 
writers a trifle woozy for months. 


DOES A FADE OUT. 

_ A big fellow, standing six feet three 
inches, Joe was purchased by the 
White Sox from Waterloo, Iowa, of 
the Mississippi Valley league in 1932, 
and was regarded as a prize prospect 
for an infield position. But Joe didn’t 
show up at camp as day after day 
passed. The White Sox made hurried 
calls to his home town of San Fran- 
cisco and even dispatched a detective 
to look for him. But Joe couldn’t be 
found. Then, one day, he was discov- 
ered roaming the streets of Pasadena 
dressed in a sweat shirt by his boy- 
hood friend, Clarence Fieber, a rookie 
on the White Sox pitching staff. 
Fieber hustled him into a hotel via 
the back entrance and loaned him a 
suit of clothes. He then called Joe’s 
brothers and they bought him a suit 
so he could make the proper appear- 
ance before his new employers. Then 
he asked for enough money for a 
suit of underwear and, presto! he 
vanished again. 

Why, where and wherefor, nobody 
knew except Joe. None of the White 
Sox saw him thereafter and Manager 
Fonseca tossed up his hands, thinking 
he was being kidded and refusing to 
believe there was such a ball player 
as Joseph Jerremiah Chamberlin, so 
the story goes. One Chicago baseball 
writer, however, positively claimed he 
had gotten a glimpse of the fleeing 
rookie. 

CLEANS THE BASES. 

Joe, who spells his second name 
with two r’s, has never played a full 
season with one club since he broke 
into professional baseball with Seattle 
in 1928, but he’s always provided 
copy. He was just a bench warmer for 
Seattle until one day, the manager 
ran out of pinch hitters. He waved 
to ithe astonished Joe, who promptly 
strode to the plate, swung at the first 
ball and knocked a home run with the 
bases crowded. 

“It was the first time I ever came 
to bat in a professional game,” he 
recounts. “I didn’t know what to do, 
so I just took a healthy swing. Out 
of the park went the old horse hide.” 

Since then, Joe has been playing 
part seasons with Phoenix, Tucson 
and Waterloo, hitting over 300 with 
each club, After he disappeared from 
the White Sox last spring, he played 
independent basebail around Denver. 

“Yes, he gave me some reasons for 
disappearing last spring,” admitted 
Vice President Harry Grabiner, of the 
White Sox, today, “but you can’t tell 
what these rookies will do. We do 
think Joe’s going to be a fine ball 
player—if he ever reports and sticks.”’

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HERB DANA SAYS

Clarification of Rules 
They Need; Officials 
Meet Today. 


By Ralph McGill. 


“We've got a good game. All it 
needs is a little clarification of the 
existing rules,” said Herb Dana, na- — 
tionally known football official, as he 
reported Thursday night at the At- 
lanta Athletic Club, where the Na- 
tional Football Rules Association will 
meet today and tomorrow. 

Dana’s sentiments seem to be 
those held by all who had arrived on 
Thursday. This included Bill Hun- 
ter _ director of athletics at Southern 
California; Dana Bible, head coach 
at Nebraska; Walter Okeson, chair- 
man of the national rules committee; 
A. W. Palmer, of the football offi- 
cials’ committee, and H. J. Stegeman, 
of the national committee. 

LEAVE GAME ALONE. 

The intercollegiate football game 
Seems to have n_ stabilized; in- 
juries have been reduced to a mini- 
mum; the game has been made more 
attractive for the spectator and play- 
er. Hence the decision: 

“We've got a good game. Tet’s 
clarify the rules and let the game 
alone.” 

In addition to the football rules 
committee, headed by. Okeson, there 
will meet with the committee four 
members of the coaches’ advisory 
group and an equal number from the 
officials’ group. 

These will sit in judgment on the 
more than suggestions that have 
been made regarding change of foot- 
ball rulings. The rules committee 
alone, however, will make fthe de 


cisions. 
PROPOSALS. 

The proposals to be given the most 
consideration are eight in number. 
They were culled from a larger group 
by action of the coaches’ committee, 
which met last week in New York. 
These coaches felt that eight rules 
needed clarification. They were: 
i—The blocked kick with clarifi- 
cation as to advancement of the ball 
by the offensive team. 

2—Eligible men on forward passes 
with the probability that only eligi- 
ble men will be permitted to go down 
under passes, thus eliminating the 
charges that passes are atill being 
“screened.” 

3—Standardization of equipment. 

4—Notification by officials to 
—— of the number of times taken 
out. 

5—Duties of the field judge on a 
dead ball, (The referee is now the 
only one who can call the dead ball.) 

6—Protection of passers. 

7—Positions of officials on all 
plays. 

8—The penalty for successive in- 
completed forward passes. (The 5- 
yard penalty may be abolished.) 

OTHER PROPOSALS. 

Other proposals, by other groups, 
have to do with the return of the 
goal posts to the scrimmage lines; 
the legalizing of a pass from any 
point back of the scrimmage line

Mack’s celebrated winter clearance 
sale, one bit for the simple reason 
that Georgia’s Mr. Cain will be a more 
effective and a more _ conscientious 
right-hander than George was the last 
‘couple of seasons.

'had speed then, and while a gem in

You ‘can use 
selected bantam hens to set the quail 
and. grouse eggs obtained from the 
breeding stock. Turkeys will raise 
their own broods. If the club grows 
large enough, incubators can be used, 
and brooders can be used for all young 
birds. Deer need nothing but feed. 
The entire expense for a club of 50 
members would not need to exceed 
$600 a year, or $1 per month per 
member, See tomorrow’s paper for the 
results you can reasonably expect.

Lowering of the postage rates on 
second-class matter would become ef- 
fective on July 1, 1934. It would re- 
instate those in effect prior to the 
1932 act. The committee rg 
the present three-cent rate on fir 
class matter for another year from 
June 30. 

President Roosevelt was voted au- 
thority to cut the first-class rate to 
two cents if the condition of the 
treasury justifies the reduction. 

Assistant Postmaster-General 
Howes had told the committee that if 
the present rates on first and second- 
class matter were not continued for 
another year from the date of expira-

such socially conscious men. One of 
the largest employers in the United 
States told me that a strike was a 
sign of either rotten management or 
sick business. That there should be 
no such thing as a “labor market” 
and no difference between a man who 
hired and one who was hired. That 
in a reasonable world men treated 
each other with consideration and re- 
spect, and shared the rewards of their 
mutual efforts with a spirit of gen- 
erosity to the best of their ability. 
And that if a manager did not feel 
able to do so, he was unfit to com- 
mand an industry, and should be de- 
posed or compelled to conform to the 
better order. 

Redistribution. 

Following this line of thought I 
asked innumerable bankers, investors, 
capitalists, managers and people 
the upper strata of the business world, 
what they thought was happening in 
the country.

From my own observation I can say 
that both statements are substantially 
correct in many instances, Under the 
emergency acts the’ workmen in any 
plant are legally entitled to join the 
national union or any other they wish. 
But there is a very determined section 
of American business which, failing in 
persuasion, absolutely refuses to recog- 
nize any outside union, law or no 
law, administration or no administra- 
tion. A large manufacturing company 
in Phiadelphia has had a strike on its 
hands testing out this issue. 

As usual in a democracy it is not 
at all a question of the letter of the 
statute. The working of an economic 
and social change involved in the ef- 
fort of the A. F. of L. to battle for 
all labor depends in the first instance 
on their ability to enroll the loyal 
support of a large proportion of the 
workmen and in the second to their 
ability to enlist the preponderance of 
public opinion on their side. 

The trial of this process is going 
on. The federation has gained enor- 
mouslyin membership. But its en- 
thusiastic supporters are largely in 
the sick and mismanaged industries. 
The organization has a long way to 
go before its control will be recog- 
nized as an integral part of the Ame» 
ican system.
